All of them were questions on 


which the different participant nations 
were more or less divided and the settle- 
ment of which was viewed with great 
concern. 
Arrangements for l.he first session 


this morning contemplated discussion 
of German disarmament by allied .mili- 
tary experts who are 
understood to 


have agreed on a program which .will 
grant a short period of grace to Ger- 
many in which to execute the engage- 
ments she made at the Spa conference. 
These agreements call for demobilisa- 
tion and disarmament of armed forces 
under the surveillance in' an interallied 
control commission and it was believed 
the conference would not be called upon 
to do more than to ratify the plans 
submitted by the...experts, which should 
not require more than one sitting. 


The program for today

course, was but provisional, called for 
consideration of the subject of coal de 
liveries, the arrangement made between 
the allies and Germany at Spa expiring 
on Jan. 31. It was forecasted that the 
allies would endeavor to reach a new 
decision on the subject as rapidly as 
po^sibie so that Germany might be noti- 
fied before that date.

zations for the industry, reviewable by 
the federal courts, the Gronna bill pro 
poses a voluntary system of licensing 
packers instead of compulsory plan of 
the original Kenyon-Kendricks meas- 
ure. 
The legislation has been advo- 
cated because, it was said, the supply- 
ing of meat to the 
public is clothed 


with a "public interest and advocates 
of the bill contended that the legisla- 
tion was necessary. because of the al- 
leged monopolistic and 
unfair 
prac- 


tices of the so-called "big five" pack 
ers. 
Opponents of the bill, however, 


declared that it was an unwarranted 
unconstitutional and dangerous prece 
dent in government control and inter 
ference with private business likely to 
be extended to other lines of industry
